It seems that our boys do not ajiprcclate 
the importance, of Kcnder In French nouns.

Mr. Braeker does 
not say how. 

If autumn were closer to the corner It will 
turn soon, we could whip up more sincere In- 
dignation at "the boys from Boston. Chicago 
and Hickory Center." As It Is, we find our- 
selves thinking back a quarter of a century 
to another world war, fought on French ter- 
ritory by—among other.-)— a couple ot million 
Americans who didn't know much French and 
didn't care much. 

If memory and repute servo us right, they 
were even more linguistically adept than the 
current generation, Mr. Bracker complains 
that World War II doughboys combine the 
"Infinitive (or SDmellmes the past perfect) 
with the verb avoir (to have) for every pur- 
pose. In World War I the Infinitive got by. 
without any auxiliary most of the time. Or 
maybe It wasn't the Infinitive, Anyway, It 
wottted. 

"Promener?" Invited the Yank, and that 
was enough. "Manager," he ordered— '"Blf- 
tck." One could do marvels with a simple 
"Ooooo— ]a la." By -inflection, this French 
word (or is It oiy^?) was made to serve mul- 
tiple purposes. 

It Is not tor us, living amidst the comforts 
of home, to remind Mr, Bracker. in North 
Africa, that the surrovindlngs of any army In 
the field are not conducive to the more schol- 
arly pursuits. By the time a soldier has pol- 
ished off his two or three axis opponents for 
. the day, or bombed Rome, or knocked off a 
tank and a couple of field pieces — or dug a 
latrine, peeled bushels of potatoes, scrubbed 
pots and pans or unloaded a ship— he Is In- 
-cllned-to-thlnk-he-has eamefl-hlis'SOT^for 
the day.
